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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

Amendment filed 7/6/06 has been entered and considered by the Examiner. Currently, claims 1- 
19 are pending in the instant application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-19 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 1 and 14, the reference of the Prior Art of record fails to teach of suggest the 
combination of the limitations as set forth in claims 1 and 14, and specifically comprising the limitation a 
transmissive type OLED comprising a partition wall at a border portion between adjacent sub-pixel 
regions made of transparent insulating material, an organic electroluminescent layer wherein the partition 
wall is provided with an organic electroluminescent material such that the organic electroluminescent 
material is formed on the partition wall and separate from the organic electroluminescent layer by the 
partition wall, in combination with the remaining limitations of the claim. 

Claims 1-13 are allowable for the reasons given in claim 1 due to their dependency status from 

claim 1. 
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Claims 15 is allowable for the reasons given in claim 14 due to its dependency status from claim 

14. 

Regarding claim 16, the reference of the Prior Art of record fails to teach of suggest the 
combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 16, and specifically comprising the limitation of a 
method of manufacturing a transmissive type OLED comprising forming a partition wall at a border 
portion between adjacent sub-pixel regions made of transparent insulating material, forming an organic 
electroluminescent layer wherein the partition wall is provided with an organic electroluminescent 
material such that the organic electroluminescent material is formed on the partition wall and separate 
from the organic electroluminescent layer by the partition wall, in combination with the remaining 
limitations of the claim. 

Claims 17-19 are allowable for the reasons given in claim 16 due to their dependency status from 
claim 16.
